Sacramento, Feb. 8.—[Special.]| The 
Johnson investigation was continued to- 
night in the Assembly chamber, which 
was crowded with spectators. 

P. E. Barrington, editor of the San 
José Democrat, was put on the stand, 
and, except in one important particu- 
lar, corroborated the former testimony 
of Railroad Commissioner Rea. The 
only discrepancy was in reference to 
all the Assemblymen whose names were 
marked on the card voting for a Repub- 
lican United States Senator. Mr. Rea 
had stated that only one would so vote, 

Witness corroborated Mr. R:a’s state- 
ment that he (Rea) had handed the 
note back to Mr. Johnson, saying: 
‘‘You want a cold-blooded $100.” The 
witness was closely examined as to his 


own credibility, and impressed his 


hearers as a person possessing a very. 
j elastic conscience and a poor memory. 
Several other witnesses, two of them 
employés and another Rea’s attorney, 
were also examined, but nothing of ad- 
ditional importance was adduced. 
- Simultaneously inthe Senate cham- 
ber, the Senate Special Committee was 


examining the Railroad Commissioners. 


Commissioner Litchfield was first ex- 
amined. He said that every complaint 
he ever made tothe commissioner had 
been investigated. He recounted sev- 
eral discussions the commission had had 
with Traffic Manager Leeds. Litch- 
field, in answer toa question, admitted 
that he made uniforms for conductors 
and other employésof the Southern Pa- 
cific. 

Commissioner Rea was then placed 
on the stand, andin answer to Chair- 
man McGowan practically admitted his 
incompetency. He stated that he did 
not indorse Expert Morgan’s views, but 


‘| when shown in his (Rea’s) printed re- 


port to the Governor that he did so in- 


| dorse them, and wanted a sufficient ap- 


propriation to carry out Morgan’s 
views, Rea became much nonplussed, 
and the committee kindly adjourned to 
help him out of his dilemma. 


Another Account. 

SACRAMENTO, Feb, 8.—The Assembly 
committee tonight continued the inves- 
tigation of the charges made by Rail- 
road Commissioner Rea against John- 
son of Santa Clara.

“The newspapers generally express 
discontent with the action of the Cham- 
ber on the ground that, although all the 
charges were substantially_the same 
and apparently based on substantiallv 
identical evidence, yet there are no 


|. reasons given for the difference in the 


decisions arrived at in regard to the 
person accused. The opposition press 
protests strongly against the acquittal 
of Rouvier, and suggests it is due to 
State reasons that the authorities were 
afraid to put him on trial for fear he 
would reveal secrets that would 
weaken the government in public esti- 
mation. 

Andrieux, in an interview published

It was debated up to the 
hour of adjournment without any defi- 
nite action being taken. During the 
debate Mr. Gorman took up the taunts 
indulged in yesterday by Mr. Chandler 
against the Democrats in the Senate 
for not supporting the pending meas- 
ure, which was favored in the platform 
of the National Democratic Conven- 
tion. ‘‘The Democratic party,’’ Mr. 
Gorman said, ‘‘was abundantly able to 
take care of itself. It was true that 
both National parties in convention as- 
sembled in the vear 1892 adopted res- 
olutions favoring this clas$ of legisla- 
tion, but the Senator from New 
Hampshire had not correctly quoted 
the resolution of the Demo- 
cratic convention. That_ resolution 
favored legislation on the subject 
by the States, not by Congress. If 
this bill became a _ law the influences 
that were behind it would make them- 
selves felt at future party conventions. 
They would say: ‘We are now strong 
enough to control your Presidential 
eléction, you must confiscate the prop- 
erty of railways by further legislation 
or we will control your politics.’ 
They would say that Congress must 
legislate so that the rail must have 150 
pounds to the yard instead of 100, and 
the Carnegies and other manufacturers 
of steel rails who hada jobto press would 
threaten Congress with their employés.”’ 
Mr. Gorman.argued, in conclusion, that 
the organization of railway employés 
could accomplish more in the way of im- 
provement than all the legislation that 
could be piled on the statute books. 
The roads of the country could not sub- 
mit to further restrictions while the 
Canadian lines were entirely free from 
them. 

A number of bills were taken from

Sr. Louis, Feb. 8.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| <A letterhas been received 
here from John F. Colburn, Minister of 
the Interior of Hawaii, in which he out- 
lines the position of the deposed Queen, 
of whom he.is a supporter. 

The letter is addressed to J. H. Ganz 
of this city, whose wife is an aunt of 
Colburn’s, and is dated Honolulu, Jan- 
uary 18, He asks Ganzto get the let- 
ter before some of the leading states- 
men of America and ‘‘help to place the 
situation of affairs in this country in 


the Hawaiian Queen, her government 
and native population, can receive 
such hearing from our government that 
the American nation will cause to be 
restored, the Queen to her throne, the 
government to power, and the Hawaiian 
native population to its rights.”’ 

Colburn then tells of the deposition 
of the former Cabinet and the summon- 
ing on January 13 of one headed by 
Parker, and in which he (Colburn) 
served. Thev immediately repaired to 
the Legislature and announced their ap- 
pointment. 

‘Those of the Legislature present,”’ 
says he, ‘‘and population to the number 
of about one thousand, who had 
gathered there, received us with ap- 
plause. The next morning, Saturday, 
January 14, the day that had been 
previously set apart as a day to pro- 
rogue the Legislature, we came and we 
presented ourselves, again, and after 

oing through the.  businéss of the 
House, it adjourned to meet at the’ pro- 
rogation hour, 12:m. I may mention 
here that on Friday and Saturday, the 
days we attended the Legislature, the 
members of the reform party were so 
dissatisfied and hostile. over their de- 
feat that on both days they refused 
to attend the Legislature, and did 
not have the courtesy to attend the 
prorogation. While waiting for the 
hour of 12 to approach, I accidentally 
heard the Queen had proposed to pro- 
mulgate a new constitution. I. immedi- 
ately sought an interview with my col- 
leagues and notified them that if the 
Queen intendedto actin such an arbi- 
trary manner I would resign. They 
answered that thev were willing to do 
the same thing, and we decided that if 
the Queen intended to carry into effect 
any such idea, we would all advise her 
not todo so. |

The crowd dispersed, and on the next 
day the leader of the reform party met 
us and made a preposition to us that, 
owing to the Queen’s revolutionary ac-. 
tions in wanting to promulgate a new 
constitution, we should depose her and 
declare a provisional government. Our 
answer was we would give them an an- 
swer later on. Inthe meantime we, the 
Cabinet, summoned six of the most re- 
sponsible and conservative business 
men of the city, also the diplomatic 
corps. They met us, except J. T. Ste- 
vens, the American Envoy Extraor- 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
this country. We discussed the situa- 
tion-and agreed that the Queen was at 
first ill advised, but as she had aban- 
doned the project we should not depose 
her and declare a provisional govern- 
ment. | 

‘‘We notified the leaders of this de- 
funct and malcontent party that we 
would not agree to their proposition. 
At the same time we issued a proclama- 
tion and scattered it all over the town 
and delivered it to the diplomatic corps 
that the Queen had abandoned her idea 
and asking one and all to accept the 
assurances given in the proclamation 
by the Queen and cabinet. 

“The reform party was not satisfied 
with this, and they, with the assistance 
of the American Minister and troops 
from the U.S.S. Boston, enlisted a num- 
ber of mento the extent of 200, and, 
aided by American troops, took posses- 
sion_and declared by proclamation a 
provisional government, contrary to the 
constitution now in force and contrary 
tathe rights of 100,0)0 people, the 
population of this. country.

CALIFORNIA OYSTERS. 


Natural Beds of Finely. Flavored Bivalves 
in Santa Barbara Channel. 


George E. Hall, the Turkish Consul 


|} at San Francisco, in a recent interview 


with an Examiner reporter, has the 
following to say about the California 
oyster: 

We have oysters that are surely natives 
of the local waters, and not only that, but 
they are peculiarly fine ones. They are 
thicker and more suculent than the Oregon 
or Washington oysters. They are the 
most luxuriant-looking bivalves you could 
imagine, though as small as other Pacific 
stock, and in flavor they excel anything 
brought from the East. They compare 
‘favorably with the famous Ostend oysters 
that bring 80 and 90 cents a dozen in 
France. 

Now, these are found in just two places, 
‘where there are natural beds not much 

nown except toa few old Mexicans. 
pace is at Carpinteria, in the Santa Bar- 

ara-channel, and about ten miles down the 
coast from Santa Barbara. The other 
place is some miles below the point of 
Hueneme, still further south, about half 
way between Santa Barbara and San Pedro. 
Thatis above Redondo Beach. The beds 
are iff water about two feet deep, and at 
low tide the Mexicans go quietly out and 
gatherthem. There always seemed to be 
plenty of oysters at these places for local 
consumption, and though they could not 
maintain an industry their existence re- 
futed the charge that California is an 
oysterless State.

The State Beekeepers’ Association 


session at the Chamber of Commerce.

‘‘Bees vs. Fruit,’’ R. Touchton; ‘Rise 
and Progress of California Beekeeping 
and the Aid It Should Receive from the 
State University,” W. A. Pryal. 

A petition asking the Legislature for 
an appropriation of $300 to be used for. 
the publication of the convention pro- 
ceedings and to issue bulletins of infor- 
mation to honey-producers was drawn 
up and plans matured for the exhibiting 
of honey at the World’s Fair. 

The afternoon session opened at 
(1:80, and the first order of business 
was the election of officers. J. W. McIn- 
tvre of Ventura county was reélected 
president; Messrs. Mendelsohn of Ven- 
tura, King of Orange, Brodbeck of Los 


‘San Diego, Hunt of San Bernardino, 
Prval of Alameda’ and McCubbin of 
Fresno, vice-presidents. 


Mr. Woodburv treasnrer, and Messrs. 
L. T. Rowley and Barnett to act as ex- 
ecutive board in conjunction with the 
president, secretary and treasurer. 

A paper on ‘‘Honey Plants of South- 
ern California,” by L. T. Rowley, next 
claimed the attention of the bee- 
keepers. The chief honey plants are 
the sage, which produces the — best 
honey; the sumach, which produces 
dark honey, but of excellent flavor, and 
wild buckwheat, the honey from which 
is off color, but of fair quality; other 
honey plants are the wild alfalfa, 
manzanita and gum. 

Mr. Rowley advocated the improye+ 
ment of the mountain ranges by scat- 
tering seeds of desirable boney-produe: 
ing plants and allow rain and gravita- 
tion todotherest. He also suggested 
an exhibit of honey plants at the 
pian sag Fair, in order to show the 
source of California honey, as well as 
the article itself 

The next paper was in regard to the 
honey market, and was read by J. H. 
Martin. 

This topic called out animated dis- 
cussion. It was movedthat the secre- 
tary send out return postal cards to 
honey-producers, gather statistics of 
the honey crop of California and send 
printed reports to each member of the 
association. 

The presentation of this motion called 
outa lively discussion, pro and Soe 
many members holding that the bo 
keepers ought to guard against givin 
their private’ business to the public 
through the press, as this method would 
be sure to bring that about. If the 
honey buyers get an idea that the coun- 
try is full of honey, 
price and this injures the bee-keepers’ 
profits. A private bureau of statistics 
forthe members only might be a good 
thing, but, inasmuch as the annual cof- 
fee crop or sugar crop is not given to 
the public, neither should the honey 
crop, if the producers would be as well 
protected from the soulless ‘middle 
man’? as are their contemporaries, 
There was talk of forming a combine 
and selling direct to consumers, and 
finally the original motion was put and 
carried, so about next June the little 
jokers in the shape of postal cards will 
be sent out to the beekeepers all over 
the State to be returned to the secre- 
tary, and thence a report issued to 
members of the State Association only. 

The convention formally adjourned at 
4 p.m.

-Arizona’s Right to Statehood. 

Replying to a very false and bitter 
diatribe published by the Baltimore 
American against Arizona and her 
right to become a State, the Tucson 
Citizen. gives a summing up of the re- 
sources and advantages of that Terri- 
‘tory which deserves to be generally 
disseminated among the people of the 
United States. Arizona is not prop- 
erly appreciated beyond her own bor- 
ders, aiy morethan California used to 
be understood in the early times. 


There are, in fact, strong points of re- 


semblance between the two common: 
wealths, when we _ consider their 
struggles for development. California 
was originally believed to be an arid 
country, good for nothing but cattle- 
raising and to produce precious metals. 
The argonauts who came here in ’49 
and the early ftifties did notdream of 
making their homes here; they all ex- 
pected to make their piles and go back 
to ‘‘the States.’’ It is not necessary to 
enlarge upon the developments in agri- 
culture and horticulture which have 
come since to enrich the country far 
more than the ledges of silver and the 
deposits of gold ever did, or to show 
how desirable from every point of view 


| California has become. 


The Baitimore American falls into all 
the popular misconceptions about Ari- 


fornia, and with as little real justifica- 
tion, weapprehend. It alleges that, of 
the 60,000 population in the Territory, 
fully one-third are ignorant Mexicans; 

that the chief industry is mining; that 


‘the ore deposits for the most part are 


not true fissure veins, but are mere 
blanket formations, with no promise 
of holding out; that the agricultural 
resources of the country exist mainly 
in the imagination of enthusiastic Ari- 
zonians; that irrigation is an irides- 
cent dream; that the country is a huge 
cactus desert, and not well adapted even 
to pasturage; in short, that it would be 
as much a mistake to admit Arizona to 
the Union now as it was to admit Ne- 
vada years ago. : 
To this conglomeration of falsehood 
and misrepresentation the Citizen re- 
plies ina dignified and judicial tone, 
for which it deserves compliment. 
Says that there are few portions of the 


North American Continent so little 


derstood and so much misunderstood as 

Arizona. Particularly is this true on 
the part of the press and people of 
the Eastern States, by whom Arizona is 

as dreaded asa pestilence. They turn 
their heads away and will not see the 
light that is rising over the coming em- 

pire. They know nothing of Arizona 
that is not fedto them through the col- 
umns of the ‘‘Kicker,’? and they swal- 
low whole the cock-and-bull twaddle’ 
that panders to a depraved taste. We 
quote: 

Arizona is seeking Statehood for the 
reason that she is better qualified to as- 
sume the duties and responsibilities of 
Statehood than more than half the 
States were when admitted as such. 
Instead of 60,000 people she has at 
least 70,000, and in two years more 
will have 100,000. 

The Mexican population of the Terri- 
tory is less than one-tenth of the whole. 
They are as good citizens, as law abid- 
ing and God fearing as the people of 


the East. With but few exceptions , 


they understand the English language, 


| and their children attend and are edu-_| 


cated in the English schools. 

Arizona is a mining country. Her 
hills are ribbed and seamed with. min- 
eral wealth, and she but -waits’ cheap 
transportation to pour it into-the lap of 
the world. Her veins are true fissures, 
and there are but few precious ‘metals 
not found in the mountain ranges of the 
Territory. During the year ending De- 
cember 3, 1891, she produced metals 
tothe value of nearly $10,000,000, 
of -which $3,000,000 were goid, 
$2,200,000 silver and $4,500,- 
000 copper, and this does not include 
the tens of thousands of tons of high 
grade ores that were shipped out.of the 
country for treatment. 

But it is not alone asa mineral pro- 
ducer that Arizonashall winfame. Her 
agricultural resources are limited only 
by the amount of water, and water is 
limited only by the amount of capital 
that will be called into requisition for 
water storage purposes. Already she 
has over four hundred miles of ca- 
nals, with probably a million of acres 
under cultivation. In the Gila land of- 
fice alone there was entered for the 
year ending November 30, 1892, over 
one hundred and eighty-one thousand 
acres of desert land, and for the month 
of Navember, 1892, over five thousand 
acres of land were taken up under the 
homestead law, in tracts of from forty 
acres to 160 acres. Each entry repre- 
sents a family anda home. The Great 
American Desert will within the next 
ten years be ‘hidden under the plow- 
share and the hungry East will look to 
Arizona for its grain and fruits. ‘ 

The ‘‘desert sands’’ of Arizona for 
fruitfulness are equaled nowhere else 
onthe North American Continent. 
They never wear out, they need no fer- 
tilization, but are up and dressed for a: 
crop at all times and at’ all seasons. 
Nota pound of fertilizer, which im-. 
poverishes the Maryland farmers to. 
buy, was ever sold in Arizona, and pre- 
sumably never will*be. When the 
writer came to Tucson the lands under 
cultivation were broken to crop with a 
bent stick, and had been so broken for 
nearly two hundred and fifty years, but 
the crops then, as today, were lux- 
uriant of growth, greater from a land 
after two hundred’and fifty years of 
continual servitude than can be pro- 
duced on virgin soil in the best bottom 
lands of Maryland. | 

As a ‘stock-breeding country Arizona 
is unmatched. Cattle will breed up to 
95.per cent. Upto the age of 8 years 
their growth is rapid, and stockmen

can show fatter or better beef. The 
grasses of the Territory are nutricious 
and cattle readily fatten onthem. The 
cattle valuation of the Territory will 
reach $10,000,000. 

Arizona is not treeless, as stated by 
the American, The mesquite is con- 
fined to bottom lands and the palo verde 
to the deserts, but the, great pine for- 
ests of Arizona cover an area gréater 
than the entire State: of Maryland. 
Any ten-year-old boy witha rudimentary 
knowledge of Arizona could tell the 
American that. 

By way of internal improvements the 
Teritory now has 1074 miles of rail- 
road, another building and more being 


of the best. She has a Territorial uni- 
versity at Tucson and a Normal school 
at Tempe that would be an honor and a 


‘pride to the State of Maryland, while 


public schools are scattered throufh 
every hamlet and village in the Terri- 
tory...

THE WHITE HILLS COUNTRY. 

History of the Discovery of the Mines in 

‘In reference to the now notorious 
San Juan gold fields, J. P. Bernitt, one 
of the oldest and best informed prac- 
tical prospectors in the Southwest, said 
yesterday: ‘‘That excitement has 
turned out just asI knew it would. I 
know the country thoroughly, having 
prospected it from one end to the other 
and cross wavs many times eleven 
years ago, and again in 1886 and still 
‘later. That there is gold there, and 


plenty of it, is unquestionable, but it- 


costs too much to get it. Pay-dirt be- 
gins at grass roots, but the big gold lies 


from six inches to two feet in thickness 
and very difficult to remove. Consider- 
able gold is among this deposit, but is 
difficult to secure. I knew from the 
start of the late excitement what the 
result would be—disgust—and hence 
made no movement toward the country. 

‘Regarding the discovery of White 
Hills, of which ‘the discovery of mines 
in that localitv is generally attributed 
to Henry Schaeffer and myself, I think 
needs some explanation. Neither 
‘Schaeffer mor myself deserve such 
credit, as the mineral was discovered 
by old Indian, and in this wise: 
‘Years ago a race war was Started be- 


owing to intermarriages that were ob- 
jectionable.

Tribal differences were thus occasioned 
and some very disagreeable, and in sev- 
ifstances disastrous, internecine 
conflicts took place, which ultimately 
precipitated general warfare among 
the Arizona and contiguous tribes. 

‘In the meantime war paint gave 
out. Pau-ko-te-ka, a sub-chief, who 
had on some previous occasion discov- 
ered great quantities of red oxide of 
iron and black manganese, left mysteri- 
ously, one evening, but returned by 
daybreak with a large quantity of both 
these mobile minerals, which he sold at 
a high price. Mixed with bear’s oil it 
was found to be superior to the ochres 
usually used, hence the demand was 
greater than the supply, which could 
not be greater owing to the distance 
and the secrecy necessarily exercised in 
visiting the mines. 

‘“‘A few years ago the Mojaves, who 
had -experienced first drouth and then 
floods, had little corn and scarcely any 
vegetables. Thousands of cattle were 
held on- their reservation by large 
syndicates, and the Indians, rather than 
starve killed what they needed. The 
cowmen proposed prosecuting the In- 
dians. Henry Schaeffer, of White Hills 
fame, was then a trader, a prospector, 
and had been elected a justice of the 
peace. Understanding the condition of 
the Indians and having failed in his 
efforts to have,the Government save 
them from. starvation—or theft—in- 
formed the cowmen that if the Indians 
were prosecuted they would have to 
take their cattle off the reservation. 
The Indians were not prosecuted, and 
Schaeffer became a great man, answer- 
ing: when the Indians desired recom- 
pensing him, give me the first informa- 
tion wlenever you find mineral ‘of any 
sort. It was then that Me-no-ko-toa, 
the son 6f the sub-chief who had lately 
died, informed Schaeffer of the loca- 
tion of the ‘paint mine,’’ which Schaef-

Commencement Exercises at the Los 
Angeles Theater. 


An Entertaining Programme Arranged 
for the Occasion—Elaborate Floral 
Decorations, — Presentation 
of Diplomas. 


The sweet girl graduate who fomerly 
‘appeared but once a year—simultane- 
ously with the June roses—has got into 
the habit of gracing the public with 
her presence sem-iannually and comes 
with the rain of winter as well as with 
the summer flowers.

the result carefully, but no one has, as yet, 
reported any more stock sick to me. 
Where I have formerly killed or had killed 
horses or mules, there have been five or six 
instances where the horses I killed and had 
killed were picketed out, and had not been 
{ma Stable or any other building, so the 
parties told me. Now, this report com- 
mences from the day of my appointment, 
December 3, last, to the 30th day of Janu- 
ary. 189%. I shall do everything in my 
power tostamp out this dreadful disease ; if I 
cannot attend toit alone, I will have the 
best and most skilled assistants to help me. 
Here in Los Angeles, at my own expense 
and in every instance I look after the stock 
to the best of my ability. ‘ 

I think it would be a splendid idea to have 
a quarantine stable to receive stock that 
has been exposed to glanders, and keep 
them there twenty or thirty days and see 
the result, and if they did not show any in- 
dications of either glanders or farcy, to re-. 
That would be 
the proper way here in thecity. Inthe 
country it would hardly be practicable, be- 
cause.the expense to the county would be 
enormous; but if the farmers will do as I 
tell them to, which is to keep their other 
stock away from the stables or sheds, and 
to tear down all mangers and feed-boxes 
and burn them, and and whitewash the 
whole stable, I do not think there will be 
any danger of the disease spreading.

Suit to Quiet Title to Land in the San Pas- 
qual Tract — Pompey Smith Con- 
victed of Assault as Charged, 

Court Notes. 


~The trial of the case of W. S. Jamison, 
by his guardian, Minerva Jane Red- 


yestérday, but was not concluded, and 
will be taken up again today. 

Plaintiff alleges in his, or rather her 
complaint, that on August 81 last, Will- 
iam S. Jamison, an old man of 92 years, 
was adjudged incapable, on acconnt of 
his being feeble-minded, of taking care 
of his property, and Minerva Jane Red- 
wine, his daughter, was duly appointed 
as guardian of his person and estate. 
That his estate consisted of 106.10 
acres of land in the Hyman tract, in the 
Rancho San Antonio. That defendant, 
his son, for the purpose df cheating the 
old man out of this property, falsely 
represented to him that in order to in- 


should convey the land to defendant, 
who would thenceforth attend to his 
needs and take care of him. Theresult 
was that on July 80, 1890, the old 
man executed a deed tohis son; but 
defendant failed to perform the obli- 
gations he had.incurred, and not only 
allowed his father to suffer for the 
necessaries of life; but sold part of the 
land and mortgaged the rest, appropri- 
ating the proceeds to his own use, It is 
therefore sought to set aside the con- 
veyance and annul the deed. 
- Defendant, on the other hand, alleges 
that for twenty years prior to July, 
1890, he performed various services 
for his father, with the understanding 
that he was to be rewarded at some 
time, and that during that time he had 
supported him to.the best of his ability. 
Further, he alleged that in June, 1882, 
when he was living in San Diego 
county, his father asked him. to come 
home, and promised that if he: would | 
live on the land in controversy, he 
would convey it to him, ana the convey- 
ance in question was executed in ac- 
cordance with this agreement. 
INJUNCTION SUIT BEFORE JUDGE WADE. 
The case of George W. Pritchard vs. 
Edgar J. Durrell et al., an action to ob- 


ants from selling some of plaintiff’s 
property under an execution, came np 
for trial before Judge Wade in Depart- 
ment Three yesterday, and, after occu- 
pying his attention all day, went over 
until this morning. 

Plaintiff alleges that in August and 
September, 1889, defendant Durrell 
and three others conveyed to him four 
tracts of land at Crescenta Cajfiada, 
valued at about $7000, and that the 
furniture of the La Crescenta Hotel, 
worth about $800, was also conveyed 
to him in trust for some other parties; 
that on February 26, 1892, E. J. Dur- 
rell recovered judgment against one H. 
EK. Fraley in the sum of $4200, and de- 
fendant Gibson, as Sheriff, levied on 
plaintiff’s property, in which Fraley 
claims some interest, and has already 
advertised the hotel furniture for sale; 
that defendant Durre!l being insolvent, 


a. 


sought, viz.: to restrain defendants. 
from selling his property. 

Defendants allege, on the other hand, 
that Fraley bought the furniture, which 
is worth at least $1500, and that he 
has an interest in the real property, the 
value of which is estimated at $16,000, 
and that on August 14, 1888, Durrell,. 


at Fraley’s request, transferred all the | 


property to plaintiff for Fra- 
ey’s benefit; that the latter failing to 
' perform a certain contract which he 


brought suit and recovered judgment 
as stated; that the matters at issue in 
this case are the same as those in the 
case referred to, and that the findings 
of Judge Shaw therein are a bar to this 
action. 

TO QUIET TITLE. 

Suit was commenced in the Superior 
Court yesterday by Frank H. Dennis 
et al. against Ira Bint and 124 others, 
to quiet title to twenty-five acres of 
land in the San Pasqual tract, under 
somewhat peculiar circumstances. 

Plaintiffs allege in’ their complaint 
that in the latter part of 1882 Charles 
tate, leaving the 
real estate above described. His 
widow, Clotilda S..Dennis, thereupon 
became the owner of one-third, and his 

two sons and a daughter, the plaintiffs, 
inherited the remaining two-thirds of 
this property. The widow, in January, 
18838, applied for letters of administra- 
tion to the estate; but, as she failed to 
take the requisite oath of administra- 
tion, none were ever issued to her. 

In spite of this omission, however, 
plaintiffs allege that she filed a petition 
for an order allowing her to sell this 
realty on May 5, 1883, and ten days 
later such an order was made. The re- 
sult was that on June 1, 1888, she dis- 
posed of it to Edson Turner, and the 
_ Sale was confirmed by the Court on July 
~81,.1888. Since that time it has been 
divided up untll over a hundred and 
twenty different persons claim interests 
in it, and plaintiffs now seek to annul 
the sale, cancel the deed executed by 
their mother, and to quiet their title as 
te all the other claimants.

| Newir-discovered Gold Attract. 
P. Bernitt, better known as 
‘“Lucky,’’ the discoverer of Creede, 
Gola Basin and practically of the now 
famous White Hills, 
trip north yesterday intending to go 
to Arizona on the evening train, but 
was intercepted by Maj. D. M. Menzies, 
the discoverer of the gold mines in 
Piru district, Ventura county, ‘who pre- 
vailed upon Mr, Bernitt to returo with 
him to expeat his properties. 

Maj. Menzies encountered in his de- 
velopment work some, to him, unex- 
plainable difficulties, and hopes Mr. 
Bernitt may aid in extricating — from 
his quandary. 

The gold properties Mr. Menzids has 
been working give indications of being 
very rich, but, as his means are limited, 
progress in development has been slow. 
A shaft ninety feetin depth has been 
sunk on the vein, and as depth has been 
attained indications have grown more 
favorable. Some very rich quartz was 
taken out, showing fleur gold in consid- 
erable quantities, while coarse gold 
showed equally well. 

As depth was attained sulphides en- 
tered into the chemical composition of 
the ores, which caused Mr. Menzies to 
abandon the shaft, and begin a cross- 
cut tunnel, which he has driven already 
251 feet, and would, within the next 
thirty feet, cut the vein at a depth of 
about one hundred and sixty feet, and 
seventy feet directly beneath the lower 
workings in ‘the shaft.
